Newfoundland'* Prstcsl. 

London, May 27.— The address of the 
Newfoundland legislature to the Queen, 
protesting against the llritisli grants to the 
French of the Newfoundland lislierics lias 
been received here. The document is 
voluminous and couched in stronger langu- 
age than any address to the British majesty 
since that of the American colonies. It de- 
clares that modus vivendi meant ruin and 
destruction to 200,000 British subjects. It 
claims that tlio home government litis no 
legal authority to make such grants. It 
calls on the Queen to revoke the acts of her 
unpatriotic advisers. It says that "this 
colony will ho satislied with nothing 
short of the final removal of the French- 
men's lobster factory from the .shores of 
Newfoundland, and all means in our power 
will be used to that end. In our opinion, 
the time lias arrived when submission to 
such glaring injustice is no longer possible. 
This colony must take all means in its 
power to frustrate the designs of its 
despoilers. lly this appeal to your most 
Gracious Majesty and the people of Great 
Britain, we desire to have right and justice 
on our side, and we know Unit, such steps as 
we have boon forced to take., have been 
forced on us by foreign aggression and by 
acquiescence to those of your Majesty's iui- 
petiul ministers. 

Arbitration Suggested, 

Paris, May 'J7. — Deputy Deloncle, for- 
merly Spuller's secretary in the foreign 
office, has proposed that the Newfoundland 
question lie submitted to arbitration. 

A Mysterious Death. 

MAROATli, May '21. — Major Megrue, 
formerly of Philadelphia, who has been in- 
terested in floating Chicago bonds in Eng- 
land, died here under peculiar circumstances 
yesterday. He came here with a woman 
and registered at the Clifton Villa hotel as 
man and wife. A medical attendant, whom 
eie young woman called, attributed his 
sudden death to heart disease, hut refused 
to grant a certificate to that effect. The 
coroner has taken possession of the effects 
of the dead man, which comprise many 
valuables and securities. 

.Stanley Highly Honored. 

London, May 127. — Admirers ol Stanley 
at the University of ( ambridge havo sub- 
scribed for a gown, to he presented to the 
great explorer on the occasion of li is re- 
ceiving the lienor by a degree conferred 
upon liini by the university. The gift is 
almost unprecedented, for the recipients of 
degrees are usually obliged to buy their 
own robes, besides paying heavy fees. It is 
evidently the intention that Stanley shell 
have no annoyance in the matter, but he 
the guest of the university,

Ihupeiw William's Lnbar Policy. 

London, May 2H.~ Though tliero are still 
a few who doubt the ultimate success of the 
labor policy of Emperor William of (icr- 
maiiy, nobody questions his sincerity in his 
endeavors to ameliorate the condition of the 
workers, while his personal activity in the 
.supervision of labor matters fit homo and 
enquiry into l hem abroad, commands general 
udm i ration. It is stated upon good authority 
in Berlin, that the Kaiser has decided to 
ask the assistance and co-operation of the. 
English trades unions, in the formation of a 
workingnien's privy council.

Killed in a Mill. 

TORONTO, May 28. The death of Benja- 
min Marshman, yesterday, is causing some 
excitement. Deceased was aged '27, and an 
employee of the Mussey Manufacturing Co. 
While at work last Tuesday afternoon, 
feeding slabs to tho buzz saw, a piece of 
wood ilew back and hit hi 111 violently in the 
stomach, ile never recovered, and died 
yesterday from the effects, 

Stormy Atlantic Voyage. 

Queiikcj, May 28. — The Circassian arrived 
to-day, after a very stormy passage. Last 
Tuesday a t reniendous wave swept her 
decks, and four cabin passengers, standing 
ill the gangway, were knocked into the 
saloon. All were injured, and one, Dcvalpy, 
a resident of (iaspe, died from the effects 
and was buried at sea. 

Hinder or Suicide 

( I.m.t, Out., May 28.— Thomas li. Fisher, 
aged forty, was found in his house lost 
night atibbcd in the left breast over the 
heart. A doctor was summoned, but lie 
found it impossible to save the man's life, 
and death occurred in u few minutes. The 
ease is believed to be olio of suicide, 
although no reasons are known for the act.

and thought that he belonged to tho Presby- 
terian denomination. Though tried on vu 
Hons subjects he seemed sound enough, ex- 
cept that he could give no reason for the 
way ho lias been living. The man has been 
living .'((} years stark naked. 

The Klmucr Mystery. 

Montreal, May 28. — What is known as 
the Kitnber mystery was cleared up this 
morning by the finding ol the missing man's 
body in the reservoir which supplies Mon- 
treal with water. The throat was cut and 
around ihe neck was tied a towel. No ar- 
rests have yet been made. 

A Blngnlnr Verdict.

which he claimed to have discovered, and 
which afterwards turned out to be nothing 
better than a clearing on top of the ridge, 
which at . i distance had the -ippearanco of 
being a canyon running through the range. 
Recently he wrote a series of letters con- 
demning the plans of tho city engineers for 
a water system. For several days he has 
done nothing but play solitaire with cards 
in his room, and when arrested ho had fifty 
decks of cards in his pockets, and as many 
more were found in his room. His hallucina- 
tion is that spirits assist him in working out 
intricate combinations with cards.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

A Seattle Wonutu Tries to Tako Her Life so as 
to End Her Troubles. 

Seattle, Wash., May 27.— -Mrs. Morris, 

wife of Nicholas Morris, rushed into police 
headquarters this morning and said she hud 
poisoned herself ami desired to 803 her hus- 
band before she died. When Nicholas ar- 
rived his wife told llitn it was his fault, that 
she could not stand his abuse. Mr. and 
Mrs. Nicholas Morris were married by 
Justice Rivers on October 20, under very 
peculiar circumstances. Mrs. Morris' 
maiden name win Mary Stuart, nnd she 
lived with her futhor at the corner of Dear- 
born and Ninth streets, .South Seattle. Mor- 
ris was a waiter in Mrs. Wright's restaurant, 
on Jefferson street. He met MissStewart.und 
after going together for acinic time, induced 
her to leave home and go with him without 
tho formality of a marriage. Mr. Stewart 
hunted for Ids wayward daughter for several 
days, und finally found the couple just us 
they were about to leave for Victoria. On 
his complaint they were both arrested and 
takon to Justice Rivers' court. A marriage 
license was procured and the couple united 



in the bonds of matrimony, after which they 
were released from custody. 

Since their marriage they have not lived 
happily together. Morris is an Englishman 
and insists on having his own way, and, 
according to his story, his wifo has not an 
angelic temper. The result is that they 
frequently quarreled. The neighbors say 
that thsy had a dispute of more than 
ordinary violence this morning, nfter which 
Mr. Morris hastily left the house. Tho- 
house occupied by them is directly opposite 
the home in which Mrs. Sullivan attempted 
suicide last night. 

The doctors think the chances favorable 
for the recovery of the patient. 



TROUBLE IN BRAZIL. 

Widespread l'lots to Overthrow tho Govern- 
ment Discovered. 

RlO JANEIRO, May 27. — The governor of 
Bahia has been deposed. He called on 
General Fonseca, brother of the president, to 
interfere. The latter refused. The pro- 
vincial revolution was quietly affected. A 
widespread plot has been discovered to 
overthrow the government. Two arrests 
were made and papers were discovered in- 
culpating Colonel Solon, a prominent figure 
of the revolution, saying tlvit the so-called 
executive committee had a scheme in view 
to upset the government and replace Fonseca 
by Colonel Solon. Solon has made his ets- 
cape. 



TRANS-PACIFIC TRADE. 



The Pacific Mail lias No Intention of 
Establishing' a Terminus at 
Tacoma, 



As to Do So Would Violate the Com- 
pany's Agreement With the 
Canadian Paeilic. 



San Francisco, May 28. — It is contra- 
dicted llatly at the oliiee of the Pacific 
Mail Co. in this city that the presence of 
(jeo. P. Rice, traliic manager of tho com. 
pony, at Vancouver, has anything to do 
with the design of the company to establish 
a line of steamers, ol which Tacoma is to be 
the terminus. The alleged object of Rice's 
visit to Vancouver is, first, to arrange some 
details with the C. 1'. R. , and secondly, for 
recreation for the benefit of bis health and of 
his wife, who is unwell. It is dented 
by General Manager Chesborough that the 
company has the slightest intentions of 
establishing a terminus at Tacoma. The 
proposition is absurd on the face of it, and 
I am sure that the project never can be re- 
alized. 

Auother official who is high in the con- 
fidence of the company's management was 
equally pronounced in condemning the pro- 
position of making Tacoma the terminus of 
the Paeilic Mail. It is perfectly well known, 
said the latter gentleman, that the Can- 
adian Pacific is subsidized by the Pacific 
Mail conditionally that the former keepaway 
from San Francisco, and not interfere with' 
the traffic from or to this port. The un- 
derstanding is a mutual one, and hinds tho 
Pacific Mail from intruding on the. territory 
of the C. P. R. Therefore, should the Pa- 
cific Mail invade the Canadian company'* 
territory there would he a war which would 
be fatal to both. The details of tho traffic; 
have been carefully arranged between the 
two, and each one is bound to avoid all 
acts of hostility towards the other, 
with the alternative of a war. 
To make Tacoma a terminus of 
the Paeilic Mail would be a direct invasion 
of the Canadian Pacific's rights, and the 
benefits in sight would not nearly compen- 
sate for the loss that would be sure to en- 
sue from the cessation of the present under- 
standing between the two great rival lines. 
In reference to the policy to be pursued in 
the event of the establishment of rival lines 
between Oregon und San Diego, or, in fact, 
any other port on the coast, the under- 
standing has been reached, so it. is said, 
that an uncompromising war will be 
waged in order to down their rivals, 
relative to the profits of the business be- 
tween China, Japan and the United States." 
The otlicial further said that no steamer was- 
now running that, averaging for u. year, 
more than paid expenses. Many of the- 
trips were made at a loss ; but the lines 
were kept up by the great connecting lines 
of railroads, who made up on land the loss, 
sustained on traliic by sea. 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 



Owners of American Schooners Will 
Not Risk Capture in the 
Behrings Sea. 

Vessels Instructed to Keep Away 
From the Disputed Waters and 
Engage in Otter Hunting. 



San Francisco, May 28.— Private sealers 
here say that they have sent instructions to 
their vessels at Sand Point to remain nway 
from Behring's Sea. "Wo can't afford to 
take any more chances," said a sealer this 
morning, "and we can make as much money 
otter hunting. Uncle Sam means business, 
and tho Dominion Government has in- 
formed those interested in sealing under 
her flag, that they must take cure of them- 
selves if they go into the sea. Tho prize 
crews, it is said, will be arranged somewhat 
different this year, and if the cutters lnako- 
a capture, I think they will fetch it to am 
American port.

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THE PASSION PLAY. 



Rehearsal of tho Wonderful Perform- 
ance at Obcr Arumerffau, in 
Hanover. 



Witnessed By Thousands of Pcople- 
Reniarkable Effects of the Piece 
on the Spectators. 



Obeh Ammekoau (In the Bavarian 
Highlands) May IS.— The first rehearsal 
of that world-renowned religious servico 
indulged in once every ten yearn — "The 
Passim Play" — was given to-day by the 
people of Obor Ammergau. 

"The Passion Play," is hero inter- 
preted, deals with Iho life and sufferings 
of the Saviour from his entrance into 
Jerusalem to tho ascension, and is div- 
ided into three acts or "haupt obiiltm- 
gen," with any number of tableaux each. 
Tho first act contains seven scenes and 
closes with the arrest of Christ on the 
Mount by tho Roman soldiers. 

CONDEMNED BY I'll, ATI:. 

The second act has ten tableaux and 
•closes with the condemnation of Christ tn 
death by Pilate. The third act, and by 
far tho most interesting, deals with the 
march to Golgotha, thu crucifixion and 
finally the resurrection. In the tirst two 
acts each tableau from the lifo of Chris' 
is preceded by a Vorheid from the Uld 
Testament, generally some scene with 
prophetic reference to the acts and suf- 
ferings of the Redeemer. 

The play began at 8 o'clock, and, with 
an interval of an hour and a half, lasted 
until 6 o'clock. The day was perfect, 
and the magnificent situation of the 
theatre is such that one can see the sun- 
lit mountains, the rfreeu trees waver, 
birds twit or overhead, and back of tho 
stage is the open country, forming a 
grander etl'ect than can lie seen in any 
theatre in tho world. 

Tho orchestra music might have boon 
better, perhaps, but tho choruses, most 
of which were taken from tho old Greek 
custom, were beautifully done. 

EIGHT HUNDRED PEOPLE. 

The number of poisons connected with 
the performance in various capacities is 
about eight hundred, all of whom are 
natives of Oborammergau. Even natives 
of tho neighboring villages are not al- 
lowed to take part in the play. Thisex- 
clusiveness extends to the most subordi- 
nate roles, to the most insignificant 
supernumeraries, and to the little children 
in the tableaux, and is in accordance 
with time-honored and inviolable tradi- 
tion. This is a feature of the performance 
of which the Oberanimergauers are par- 
ticularly proud. 

The four thousand scats were tilled 
when tho curtain rose on 'ho prologue, 
followed by one of those grand choruses 
which is worth more than the long jour- 
ney to hoar. 

IT COMMENCES. 
After tho prologue at the entry into 
Jerusalem the entire enormous stage was 
crowded with gorgeous c stumes. At 
last when Christ riding on an ass entered 
interest became intent and never flaggrd 
through the long day. Everything, 
music, declamation, acting and artistic 
grouping combined 10 make tho perform- 
ance one of astounding realism. The 
center of interest was Josef Mayer, whoso 
rendition of "Christ" was unparalleled. 
His personal beauty, his majestic and 
gentle dignity gradually rose to the su- 
blime climax of the play at the cruci- 
iixion. 

In the tirst act "Christ" expels the 
money changers from the temple, and 
tho doves Hew from their cages and cir- 
cled round about the stage, and in the 
second act the high council developed 
uniformly aflmirable acting, especially 
Caiphus and Annas. The old Testament 
tableaux after the Dure Bible was won- 
derfully arranged by Drawing Master 
Lam:, the live ^pictures of the populace 
were of remarkable excellence. Tho 
third act was the departure from Bethany 
■ of the Virgin Mary. 

WELL PLAYED. 

The part was played with gentle 
beauty by Rosa Lang, the eighteen-year- 
old daughter of tho Burgomaster. The 
pathos increases in a very dramatic separ- 
ation at Bethany, and reaches its climax 
at the Last Supper, which cl /Bed tho 
morning performance. 

The acting of Pilate was perfect. Ju 
the scene when Christ is brought before 
him by the people, of wh m there were 
700 on the stage, the excitement among 
the spectators grew intense. Gradually 
the dramatic intonsi y increased. Then 
came those urging, iho groans, tho pro- 
cession to Calvary and the climax -the 
crucifixion. 

AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 
It would bo almost impossible to give 
any idea of tho intense feeling produced 
by tho scene. The sun had gone for a 
few moments behind a cloud as it sank 
down behind thu mountains. The bright 
sunlight disappearing cist a gloom 
throughout the theatre, and on the stage 
the Roman soldiers appeared with 
"Christ." in their midst, bear- 
ing tho 'cross. He was taken a< d 
stretched out on thu structure while his 
desciples and "Mary" stood afar, warned 
back by the soldiers. Slowly in the gath- 
ering darkness the cross was ra sed, and 
the iiepicted anguish on Mayer's features 
caused the spectators to hold their breath 
in awe. It was a solemn scene. The 
Romans moved hack, there was the spec- 
tacle of that i terrible scene on Calvary 
over eighteen centuries ago. Not a 
sound could bo heard. The birds had 
ceased their twitter, not a murmur came 
from the 1 ttlo village, and those who 
witnessed it sat with bated breath. Min- 
ute after minute passed and tho terrible 
.silence was still unbroken, except at 
times when some half-hysterical, sup- 
pressed sob could be heard from the 
benches. Then just when it seemed as 
though human nature could stand tho 
awful s rain no longer, then as the dark- 
ness settled deeper on tho hills came the 
.climax in these words: 

"Eli, EH, lama sabachthana V 
BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 

Tho indescribable intensity of tho 
words, tho awful agony of the portrayal, 
was something far beyond description, 
.and as tho curtain descended strong men, 



not easily inovod, sat with tears stream- 
ing quiotly down their faces. 

Tho descent from tho cross was a ttib- 
loau after Duerer's celebrated painting, 
and was ono of the best artistic groupings 
of the play. 

Then came the rising from the grave, 
when Christ appeared in a white robo, 
and then the Ascension, as the chorus of 
000 voices sang a jubilant hallelu jah, and 
the first performance of tho "Passion 
Play" in ton years was over. 

Tho piny is produced in accordance 
with tho holy vow ma:lo by the village s 
of Oborammergau in tho middle of the 
seventeenth century, when their homos 
were ravaged by .tho pest, and is regarded 
as a sacred duty, descending from gener- 
ation to generation, and aims at a perfect 
reconstruction of the most striking nets and 
episodes in the life of tho Savior. So wo 
have no histrionic affectations and no 
stage play; simplicity and "natur true- 
heit" are the genius of tho performance, 
and as ono by ono the Biblical scenes are 
presented without exaggeration of senti- 
ment, ono thinks to witness the whole 
sad tragedy of Golgo ha. Tho illusion is 
perfect, because none is attempted, and 
one cannot help from exclaiming with a 
great German critic: 

" This is something greater than art. 
This is truth itself. " 



MISUARI IvIAN EPIGRAMS. 

The Ex-Chanccllor Indulges lu Many Pithy 
Criticisms of William anil Laudations 
of Himself. 

The Figaro publishes two columns of 
Bismarckinn maxims communicated by an 
intimato friend of Prince Bismarck. Fol- 
lowing are sumo of tho most striking re- 
marks of tho ox-L'ha' cellor: -1 have lived 
for tho nation ; it is now time that 1 
should devnto myself wholly to my family. 
Speaking of the Emperor he says:- I pity 
this youiig man. He is like a young hound 
that barks at everybody, that smells 
everything, that touches everything and 
that ends by causing complete disorder in 
tho room in which he is, no matter how- 
largo it may be. I think he (the Emperor 
William) is tho victim of current history, 
which he might have curbed by a reign of 
tranquility, sans edat,\\\ the beaten track 
••nd by allowing (! rmany to enjoy the 
advantages gained in 1870. If ono stono 
is moved all tho other stones of theeditioo 
will fall ami a </<• gringolade will ensue 
that nothing can check. I am capable of 
neither astonishment nor scorn. Those 
aro tho sentiments of youth. 

Talking to his physician he said: I am 
also a great physician. 1 am a physician 
of state. Before 1870 the nation suffered 
from tho diseases of childhood; war cured 
it. Germany was enabled tu profit by 
her victories that brought with them 
national unity; now another war — oven a 
second Sedan— would not help matters 
for Germany. The country is now be- 
come of age. 1 have done all 1 could to 
prevent the nati n from committing ex- 
cesses; I havo tried to curb a too rapid 
march of the people's destinies; I beliero 
1 succeeded for twenty years. None hut 
Gud and myself know how 1 have work- 
ed and what 1 have endured. To-day, 
this younf! Emporor, with his impatience, 
is a terrible shaker of columns. 

The greatness of Germany is necessary 
for the tranquility of Europe. When I 
told this to the Reichstag tho French 
shrugged their shoulders and called it 
presumption. N> vortheless there was no 
national vanity in what 1 said. Franco, 
instead of nourishing an unwholesome 
sentimentality about the loss of the pro- 
vinces that wo won by the last war, in- 
stead of gazing at her frontier with tho 
nearsightedness of persons who see only 
tho interests of tho coining 24 hours, 
shou'd raise her eyes and look further, 
for the enemy of Europe, the hereditary 
enemy in the true sense of the word, is 
ui the east. It is Russia. Suppose there 
should be a war in which France should 
crush Germany. Russia would at once 
put herself in motion to crush France. 
This is the law of history. Emperor 
William is fond of history; he wishes to 
make his'ory: ho wishes to live in his- 
tory, but he does not know nor under- 
stand the spirit of the great laws of con- 
tu ries. 

Germany is at the present moment un- 
dergoing a crisis— a crises that William 
1 1, "might have mitigated or checked, but 
w hich he has prepared and accelerated. 
There is no absolute cure for a nation any 
more than there is for a human body. 
The principal of destruction is all that ex- 
ists. < Inly one thing can he done- delay 
the work of destruction. Germany n-eds 
tranquility at horns and abroad, with h 
prudent and emotionless existence in this 
great body, composed of millions of souls; 
hut he wants too much at once. I le lights 
a tiro in too many furnaces to warm those 
who aro cold. Ho will be unable to stop 
the conflagration. The flanles will increase 
and destny what he wishestopreserve. Ho 
has plenty of strength to begin with, hut 
he walks too fast; ho will lose his breath 
on the way that he thinks he has marked 
out, He believes ho can remove a few- 
rotten stones from the wall of state. He 
wishes to repair this wall, but the founda- 
tions aro not sufficiency united and ce- 
mented t» stand such repairs. He forgets 
that ho himself is one of tho stones of the 
idd wall. 

The future, 1 don't know what it will 
lie. When once a ball is fired it follows 
its course, and so do events move on and 
nothing can stop them. The Emperor is 
not influenced by anyone; lie is the result 
of a current that sweeps him along.

Corporation Laborers Ask for Shorter Hours 
—Cemetery EnliirKonient— Miscel- 
laneous Business. 

Tho usual mooting of thu city council 
was held last night, His Worship tho 
Mayor presiding, and Aid. Kelly alono 
being absent. 

After routine the order of 

COMMUNICATIONS 

was taken up an follows : 

Mr. Justice Drake — Forwarding tho 
presentment of tho grand juiy at tho lato 
session of tho court of assize, to which ho 
directed tho attention of tho members. 
Tho spocial points were, it will bo romom 
bered, tho references to tho slaughter- 
houses and tho existence of houses of 
prostitution in Stronach's cabins. Re- 
ferred to polico conirnittoo and chief. 

II. T. Williams— Drawing attention to 
tho directory hr is publishing and asking 
support. Laid on the table. 

It. Wnlfenden — Asking for tho use 
of the lire station and city hall in 
connection with the approaching election 
of school t ustees. Gra- ted. 

J. H. Brownlee, of the "Dominion Il- 
lustrated,"— Informing tho council that 
it was proposed to publish shortly, an 
edition of that paper having special 
reference to Victoria, and asking tho 
corporation to subscribe for a number of 
copies a<. a price named in tho communi- 
cation. 

Aid. Harrison said, that seeing th 
council had assisted papers outside of the 
Dominion, ho moved that gloO be devot- 
ed to this purpose for tho purchase ,of 
1000 copies, aa ho believed in advertising 
the city. Carried. 

John Haggcrty — Applying for per- 
mission to store rock along Wharf street, 
and also asking that leave ho given him 
to lay a track. Referred to committee. 

Licensed truck and car men — Protest- 
ing against the Electric street railway, 
whose rails roou on Store, Superior and 
other streets, from throe to live inches 
above the level, making it almost impos- 
sible for them lo traverse them without 
damage, for which they should hold tho 
corporation liable. 

Aid. Vigelius thought tho grievance a 
just one, anil as the petitioners hold the 
city responsible, the Tramway Company 
should bo ordered to put their rails in 
proper condition. 

Aid. Harrison said they had already 
been notified time and again, but had not 
complied with she demand. lie eom- 
pla ned that the company had improperly 
ballasted the mad — and he knew some- 
thing about ballasting. They had taken 
material from 'he road itself and placed 
it under their rails. They had not in- 
deed spent a y money in putting tho 
roads right where they had laid their 
tracks, and in this way were inconveni- 
encing the citizens and injuring to the 
streets, lie charged that tho press and 
certain members of the council wore 
afraid of that company, who on that ac- 
e unt were ablo to do just as they 
pleased. He censured the city surveyor, 
who had made certain recommendations 
as to what sh uld be clone by them, but 
had not seen that his orders were carried 
out. He questioned whether that gentle- 
man were not serving that company 
rather than the city. 

Aid. Wilson charged that the company 
had stolen macadam from the street op- 
posite Mrs. Raymur's, and he could not 
see why they had not been prosecuted. 

Aid. Smith snid the company should 
bo informed that the (operation would 
hold them rcsposible tor any damage that 
might be done. 

Several members staled that the city 
surveyor had communicated with tho 
company repeatedly, but nil that could 
bo said was that the company's replies 
were remarkable for their brevity. 

Aid. McKillican held that until the 
company laid planks at their crossings, 
tho streets w mid always bo in a bad con- 
• ditioii. 

The matter was referred to the city 
surveyor and committee. 

James G. Mann — asking permission t < 
cut away a portion of tho Rock Bay 
bridge rail. Referred to ommittee. 

Catherine Holtz — drawing attention to 
the water which had accumulated near 
her [> -onuses at Beacon Hill. Referred 
to Park committee. 

Charles Bradford —asking for leavo to 
open a "picnic" duri g part of the day at 
Bt aeon Hill, for ladies and children, ho 
depending upon voluntary contributi ns 
for his own remuneration. Referred to 
park committee. 

Benjamin Madigan — expressing his 
willingness to accept §200 to rebuild his 
wallon Work street, r incase if arbi- 
tration appointing Hon. .1. H. Turner to 
represent him. 

Aid. Vigelius moved, seconded by Aid 
Harrison, hat tin- communication bo re 
ceived and the cle k be instructed to offer 
him 8100. and in case of his refusal to 
acecp , that .Mr. \V. A. Robertson bejjap- 
pointed arbitrator for tho council. Car- 
ried. 

Edward J. Thaine — requesting that 
water service be supplied to certain 
fanners on the Saanieh road. Re- 
ferred to the water commissioner with 
power to act. 

Frank Dero — asking for an advance on 
his wages, lie having t work thirty days 
per month. Referred to the water and 
electric light committee!; to investigate 
and report. 

Muirhead A Mann — to the water com- 
mittee, objecting to the charge made for 
water service, a soti us break having been 
discovered in the service pipe. Referred 
to the water committee. 

F. G. Richards, jr. — asking that the 
limits of a certain lot of property bo 
defined. Acceded to. 

PETITIONS. 

C. M. Cameron and others — asking for 
improvements on Superior street, which 
had been rendered necessary by the 
action of the tramway company, who had 
removed the gravel from the top of tho 
street. Refer id to committee. 

A petition of 38 corporation laborers 
was read, drawing tho attention of the 
council to the fact that the length of tho 
working day had been generally reduced 
to nine hours, and asking that tho corpo- 
ration adopt the same system. 

Aid. Harrison objected to making tho 
concession. The men were very well oil', 
stopping nt -1 o'clock o. i Saturdays. Tho 
corporation kept the men all winter at 
full pay, although at that time thoy only 
put in no more than live or six hours

THE ORGAN'S LA W. 

The organ persists in setting itself up 
as a legal authority in opposition to the 
At'oruoy-General and the President of 
the Council. Jt did this once before, in 
tho matter of tho school contribution, and 
it found that the Chief .Justice and n 
number of other judges decided in a way 
•which it confidently declared was con- 
trary to law. This should have taught 
our contemporary a li' tie modesty in deal- 
ing with legal questions; but it is one of 
those who do not profit by experience 
and in spite of its previous blunders, it 
continues to lay down tho law with more 
confidence than a Lord Chancellor. 

It denies with an ex-cathedra air that 
the !?I0f> which has been remitted by the 
Order in Council is a tax, and quotes 
Webster's Dictionary in favor of its con- 
tention. Webster's is a very good dic- 
tionary, but when our contemporary pui- 
snes its study of the law a little further it 
will tind that in the interpretation of the 
statutes some other and better authority is 
required. We may say in passing, that 
with its usual disingeuuousness, it does 
not give iho whole of Webster's defini- 
tion, but selects one which it believes will 
not apply. As this is a legal enquiry, we 
will refer our contemporary to a legal 
authority. Cooley, who is an American 
jurist, thus defines tho term "taxes" : 

"Taxes are charges imposed by the 
legislative power of a state upon person 
or property to raise money for public pur- 
poses." 

Now tho 47th section of the Revenue 
Act says: 

" And whereas, it is expedient that the 
executive government should be era- 
powered to relax the strictness of the 
laws relative to the collection of the 
revenue, in cases where, without gucl] re- 
laxation, great public inconvenience, or 
great hardship and injustice to individuals 
Could not be avoided." 

The reader will observe that the object 
of the Statu "e is remedial, and it is a 
canon of construction that such laws are 
to receive the most liberal interpretation. 

The section goes oil to say : 

• l Therefore, the Lioutenunt-Gevonior, 
whenever he deems it right and conducive 
to the public good, may remit any tax 
payable to Her .Majesty, imposed, or 
authorized to be imposed, by any Act of 
the Provincial Legislature." 

it is obvious that the word tax in the 
above quotation is used as defined by 
Cooley. If it, were used in any narrower 
sense, what would be tho use of the very 
liberal preamble to the section / So ap- 
plicable is it that it. would appear to be 
intended for the very ease of the miners. 
It will be observed that the preamble ap- 
plies not to the remission of assessed 
taxes only, but to the relaxation of the 
laws relating to the collection of revenue. 
Now revenue as defined by the second 
section of the same act "shall mean and 
include all Provincial revenue and pub- 
lic moneys from whatsoever source aris- 
ing." 

This covers tho caso of tho §105 exactly. 

Tho $105 is not, as the Times contends, 
the purchase money of the land. It. is 
rather as the Times itself called it a few- 
days ago, an impost. The section of the 
Mineral Act which imposes it expressly 
states that the payment of it by the 
miner "will not entitle the jlaiui holder to 
such freehold unless he completes his 
title thereto whilst ho is the lawful 
holder of the claim under the provisions 
of section 88 of the Act." It is very evi- 
dent that this S10D isuot purchase money, 
whatever else it may be, but it is 
•RKVKNUK, as mentioned in the 47th sec- 
tion and defined in the 2nd section of the 
Revenue Act'. 

We trust that our contemporary, when 
it takes time to think, will see that it is 
doing both a wrong and a foolish thing in 
trying to make the miners believe that 
the Order-iu-Oounoil is not worth the 
paper it is written upon. Tho Govern- 
ment had tho power to remit tho payment 
of tho $105, and in doing so it did what 
the interests of tho men engaged in 
.mining require. And tho journal that 



Tho Times states that a tax oan only 
be imposed by a message from the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, and then proceeds to 
argue that as the Mineral Bill was not 
brought clown by message that the §105 
impost is not a tax. 

Tho organ's knowledge of parliamentary 
practice is on par with its knowledge of 
tho construction of statutes. 

The practice of parliament is well- 
known. May, tho great, parliamentary 
authority, in speaking of the proceedings 
for levying a tax, says : 

"It is the practice, without any ex- 
ception, for all bills that directly impose 
a state charge upon the people, to origin- 
ate in the committee of the whole." 

Tho practice laid down by May was 
pursued in this ease. A reference to tho 
.Journals of tho House will show that on 
tho 15th April tho Mouse resolved itself 
into a committee of the wholo to consid- 
er the expediency of passing a resolution 
to tho effect that the "Mineral Act" be 
amended by the imposition of this very 
tax. The Journals also show, it may bi 
observed, that the resolution passed un 
challenged by the Opposition.

TALK, NOT WOllK. 

Mr. Grant professes to lie the friend of 
the workingman. To hear him talk one 
would suppose that he is always ready lo 
make sacrifices to obtain for the working- 
man what he regards as his rights. For 
instance, at the Victoria Trades Union 
dinner, which took place a few weeks 
ago, his worship the mayor presided, 
and, of course, made a speech. In the 
course of his remarks he said: "Asa 
matter of fact, ho (Mr. Gran') held to the 
maxim of spli'ting tho day into three 
parts, eight hours for sleep, eight hours 
fur recreation, and eight hours 
fur work. lie held that eight 
hours were sufficient for any healthy 
ni .in to provide not only for himself, but 
his family." 

Of course, those pleasant and very 
liberal remarks were loudly cheered. 
Mr. Grant got credit with those who 
heard him, tor being an eight-hour man. 
And, perhaps, he is — in theory, lint, 
when it conies to practice, Mr. Grant is 
not nearly s i liberal. You see, a man 
cannoi ho always making nice speeches to 
tickle tho ears of working men or, indeed, 
anyone else. There is work to ho done, 
and men have an unpleasant way of 
"sizing a man up," not by wdiat he says 
but by what he does. Mr. Grant has 
been Mayor of this city now going on for 
three years. Has he, in all that 
time put his eight hour theory into prac- 
tice ! What does tho Corporation, ot 
which ho is tho head, exact as a day's 
work ! I J as Mr. Grant ever made his 
appearance among tho men employed by 
the Corporation, and with his genial 
smile, in cheery tones, told them that lie 
considered eight hours a day sufficient 
"for any healthy man to provide not only 
for himself but his family," and that 
through his unceasing exertions the City 
Fathers had decided to make tho working 
day, as far as the men they employed 
were concerned, eight hours. That, would 
have been a practical speech. lint, 
is one that Mr. Grant never 
ade. Tho Corporation day is still 
ten hours and we have never heard that 
Air. Grant has as much as tried to make 
i' "lie minute less. But, as we all know, 
preaching is one thing and prnctico is 
another. The eight hour rule is a very 
convenient one for a workingmen's ban- 
quot, where something must lit; said to 
please tho company and, perhaps, at 
some time in the near future to get, 
votes; but when it conies to hard pan, 
and the corporation of which Mr. Grant 
is the head, wants to get the worth of its 
money out of the vvorkillgineil, then 
nothing less than ten hours a day will 
satisfy him. It will bo said that Mr. 
Grant is only one man, and that he 
does not possess influence enough to 
make the aldermen do what ho thinks 
right. We don't know how that may he, 
but, we ilo know that, somehow or an- 
other the aldermen were prevailed upon 
to give him two thousand dollars a year, 
and wo cannot help thinking that, if he 
had as much interest m getting the work- 
ingmen's day reduced to eight hours, as 
he had in getting a very snug salary for 
tho Mayor, we would have heard some- 
thing about his efforts to get the .lay cut, 
down to what he says he considers right. 

This eight-hours incident is character- 
istic of Mr. Grunt. As long as there is 
.something agreeable to be said, as long as 
talk is all that is wanted, Mr. ( Irani is on 
hand, and says what chose whom ho ad- 
dresses like to hear in tho pleasantest, most 
genial and apparently most earnest 
manner imaginable. Hut when work, 
work which is necessary but disagreeable, 
and which is not calculated to please 
every one, and to increase his popularity, 
is to bo done, Mr. Grant's zeal for tho 
public welfare disappears and he con- 
trives very ingeniously, we admit, to do 
nothing. Lot Mr. Grant's record us 
Mayor and as member of tho Legislative 
Assembly bo examined and it will he 
found that Mr. Grant talks a very groat 
deal but does very little. lie talked 
fluently to tho banquettiug workingmon 



Public scandals are altogether too 
plentiful in this Dominion. It is only 
too evident that many of tho representa- 
tives of tho people are, as the saying is, 
"on the make." Their object is not so 
much to serve tho people, as to hunt up 
and secure something good for them- 
selves. Many of them imagine that there 
is no harm in using the influence which 
their position gives them to advance their 
own personal interests, and to put money 
in tho pocke'B of their friends, on condi- 
tion of dividing with them the spoils. 

Wo have seen how Rykort secured 
?74,()UO f, r his wife. Thomas McGreevey 
is accused by his brother and a business 
associate of plundering the public. Mr. 
Burns, M. P. of New Brunswick, audi 
Mr. Hickey, M. P. of Ontario, are pub- 
licly charged with obtaining railway char- 
ters and railway subsidies in order to en- 
rich themselves, and the Quebec papers 
are Idled with the details of a scandal 
which reflects very severely on several 
public men of that province. 

Mr. Wholan, a contractor, who con- 
siders that ho has been (leoced by the 
politicians, relates his experience. He 
had a claim against tho Quebec Govern- 
ment. The amount of it was one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. It was referred 
t i arbitration. Tho decision was in his 
favor, but before he could get his money 
it was necessary for him t'j "sec" several 
politicians. If Mr. Whelan's account is 
to bo believed, the politicians considered 
him a pigeon to ho plucked and they did 
pluck him in a most conscienceless way. 
He seems to have borne the p'oeess 
patiently. He paid out, to what tho 
Montreal Witness calls "the political 
jackals,'' some nine thousand live hundred 
dollars, and even then seemed to have 
made no progress towards getting li s 
money. Then he saw Mr. Pacaud, who, 
though not a member of Parliament, is, 
as a journalist, in close relations with 
members of Parliament. In order to 
grease the parliamentary lauuehways, 
Air. Whehm gave tho useful Pacaud ten 
thousand dollars. This payment did not 
end Pacaud's exactions. He asked for 
more and more, until at hist Whelan 
refused to bo bled any longer. When 
this disgraceful story was made public, 
Mr. Pacaud asserted that he did not get 
the ten thousand dollars to buy up his 
friends, the Liberals, but to quiet his 
opponents, tho Conservatives. Ho 
refuses to give tho name of the person, 
whom, he alleges, acted as the agent of 
tho Opposition. 

Mr. Pacaud, as the reader may readily 
conclude, has a very nice sense of honor, 
and as ho c nsiders it dishonorable to 
toll the public wdio tho merce; ary Con- 
servative is to whom he gave Whelan's 
ten thousand dollars, he is ready to be 
torn in sunder before he makes his name 
public. The Conservatives deny that 
any one of them ever saw a cent of the 
money. Mr. Tarte, whoso name has 
been mentioned in connection with the 
scandal, solemnly declares ihat neither ho 
nor any other member of the party to 
which he belongs, received money or the 
promise of money from Mr. Pacaud for 
any purpose whatever. The scandal is 
an abominable one, and the worst of it is 
'hat there is not, one of Mr. Pacaud's po- 
litical associates who is regarded by tho 
public as being too honorable and (mi 
highminded to be mixed up in such a 
transaction. There is none of them w ho 
is above suspicion. Until Mr. Pacaud 
sees lit to give the name of tho Conserva- 
tive to whom ho paid tho money, it is 
only reasonable to conclude that the 
story of its being expended in purchasing 
the silence of members of tho Opposition 
is an impudent lie invented f r the pur- 
pose of concealing his own guilt or that of 
tho men of the party to which he be- 
longs. 

The story Pacaud tells is most impro- 
bable. The Conservative wdio would ac- 
cept a bribe from such a man, or through 
such a man, would, besides being one of 
tho meanest creatures over permitted to 
crawl on this earth, he a downright fool, 
lie would put himself completely in Pa- 
cmd's power. He would ever after hold 
his position, whatever it might, be, on suf- 
ferance. Who would trust to the for- 
bearance of such a man as Pacaud has ad- 
mitted himself to be, or to what he calls 
his "honor;" It is not probable that there 
is to be found in the whole province of 
Quebec a Conservative so utterly idiotic. 

It may be asked how can Mercier ho 
expected to be continued in power with 
such a scandal as this staring him in the 
face / We are not sure that the scandal 
will affect him prejudicially in any single 
constituency in the province. Wo have 
seen that the electors of Lincoln returned 
Mr. Rykert to Parliament, although he 
had been driven from it in disgrace, and 
we do not think that tho political moral- 
ity of Quebec is at all higher than that 
of Ontario. Politicians in Quebec do 
very singular things and tho electors, wo 
fear, do not require a strong party man 
to bo politically pure. Zeal for the "Na-

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Dr. Hasell Reads an Interesting Paper on 
'' Birds " -Saturday the Next 
Field Day. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Natural 
History Society of li. C. on Monday even- 
ing Dr. Hasell read a paper on "Birds," 
treating of their ancestry and relationships. 

He, with regard to the former, traced 
the anatomical outlines of the great prov- 
ince Sauropsida, which includes the families, 
reptiles and birds, sharing many points, in- 
dicating at least a common ancestry. 

Among the characteristics seen in both 
families arc the following : The cranium is 
joined to the upper vertebra (atlas) by 
single artisular surface instead of by two 
as in tho case of mammals. The lower jaw 
or "mendiblo" is articulated to the skull by 
a special bone, known as the "quadrate; 
gills are never developed at any period of 
life, there are no mammary glands, the 
blood contains red nucleated corpuscles, and 
lastly, all the sauropsida are oviparous or 
ovoviviparous, that is, their young are pro 
duccd from eggs, which in some Cases are 
hutched within the body, though mora com 
monly without. 

Having mentioned sonic of the points of 
difference between reptiles and birds, such 
as that while in the latter the temperatu 
of tho blood averages 103 to 104; in the 
former it is cold or only slightly warmer 
than the external medium. Dr. Hasell 
went on to describe the earliest known 
bird, the "arclneopteryx," two specimens of 
whim have been found in the Jurassic rocks 
at Tolenbofen. This animal had a long 
lizard-like tail, with twenty separate (fea- 
thered) vertebra 1 . Toothed birds came 
next in the rapid sketch of "Hesperonis re 
galis," a gigantic divi-g bird, in form re- 
sembling a mighty "loon," but having its 
jaws furnished with conical teeth, sunk in a 
deep groove. Fossil remains were discov- 
ered in the cretaceous shale format! ms of 
Kansas of another toothed bird, the 'Teh 
thyosauris," in which the teeth were sunk 
in distinct sockets. 

Passing from the earlier forms of birds, 
and tlieir reptilian characteristics, Dr. H. 
gave a careful explanation of birds as a 
class, and closed with a reference to certain 
bird-like peculiarities in the first and lowest 
order of Mammalia, containing the Austra- 
lian Duck mote (ornithorhynchus) and the 
spiny ant-eater (echidna.) 

These animals produce tlieir young from 
eggs of comparatively large size, the mam- 
mary glands have no nipples, and in the 
case of tho duck mote the jaws form a bill 
just like that of a duck in appearance, 
whence the name of "duck-bill" is generally 
applied to it. 

The paper was illustrated by numerous 
sketches and specimens of birds and their 
skeletons, and was listened to with close at- 
tention. 

After passing a unanimous vote of thanks, 
the members resolved to hold tlieir next 
field meeting on Saturday next (May 31st) 
at Aldermere Crossing, on the E. iV X. 
railway.

The Grasshoppers— Cattle Doing Well— Pre- 
paring for a Good Harvest— The 
Political Outlook. 

It is not generally believed by the resi- 
dents of Nicola Valley bat, they arc to bo 
again afflicted this year with a return of 
the grasshopper plague. Mr. John Gil- 
more, whu lives almost in tho centre of 
the district, shares the common opin mi, 
ami bases his belief upon the fact that if 
tho armies of ''jumpers" were going to 
come their advance columns would be in 
the field already. Last year at this time 
tboy were to bo found in millions all over 
Nicola. Now there are tin great num- 
bers in tlio district, and reinforcements 
do n f, seem to bo arriving in any alarm- 
ing quantity. Another fact to justify the 
general belief is that the grasshoppers tin 
not often visit the same district two con- 
secutive seasons, and having Buffered last 
year the Nioola people expect to escape 
tin's. 

Mr. Oilmore, talking to a Colonist 
reporter, yesterday, says that the crop I 
prospects at his homo arc excellent. I 
More laud has been seeded than ever 
before, mid tho farmers have now some- 
thing to work for — a first-clnss roller flour 
mill, having a capacity of 75 barrels per 
days, lias been almost, completed by Mr. 
Hovvso, and will bo ready for work by 
harvest time, and thu now Victoria Hour 
mill will also create an extensive wheat 
demand. In anticipation of tilling this 
increased call for wheat, much more land 
has been put in than ever heretofore. 

No fat cattle will bo ready for export 
from the Nicola until tho first of duly, 
owing to tlio hard winter that has just 
passed forstock, Precnutionsaroiiow boing 
taken, in the extension of tlio meadow 
and hay land, to ensure against the possi- 
bility of a famine next winter, no matter 
what its severity may be. Lust year's 



experience has taught the cattlemen a 
very useful lesson. 

Liku all other districts, Nicola is very 
much interested in politics at present. 
Tho candidates in the lield are Hon. Mr. 
Vernon, Mr. (J. B. Martin, Mr. C. E. 
Somlin, Mr. Archibald Irving, and Mr. 
James Wavdle. The chief commissioner 
holds a meeting at. the Nicola court liouso 
this evening, and Mr. Oilmore says the 
success of the government banners is as- 
sured.

At tho annual dinner of tho London, 
England chamber of commerce, Sir 
Charles Tupper, in contravention of tho 
idea that an annexation sentiment was 
prevalent in Canada, referred to the 
unanimous vote passed at the last ses- 
sion of tho Dominion llouco of Commons 
repelling such an insinuation. He oulo- 
gized as one of tho must important meas- 
ures taken by their Majesty's government 
to strengthen the navy, tho construction 
under Admiralty survey of groat ocean 
liners liko tho "Teutonic," and of ships 
such as those now being built by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company un- 
der arrangements which would mako 
them available in caso of war as trans- 
ports and armed cruisers. Ho had no 
doubt that ono of the first purposes for 
which they would be brought into re- 
quisition, in case of need, would bo the 
transport of a largo amount of support 
from tho great colonies of Australia, and 
from Canada to whatever point they 
might bo required. Doth of these great 
dependencies were prepared in any such 
emergency to render all i lie aid in their 
power to the Mother country.

A Bottle's Tsoug Drift St Sea. 

Mr. 'William Jones, while walking on 
the beach of the Nariva Coc.il, noticed a 
bottle which had been washed ashore by 
the waves. He opened it and found it 
to contain a scrap of paper, which he 
forwarded to tho office of this paper. 
The following was written in German on 
one side, tho other having written across 
it the date "2 Septembor 1889" and the 
signatures T. Schlinger and Aust. Licht- 
m arose: 

"The German bark Joseph Haydn, 
Capt. H. Pflieger, from Bremen, finds it- 
self today in south latitude 7 deg. 85 
min. and west longitude 12 deg. 45 min., 
where the crew has thrown this bottle 
overboard on the Sedan day, 1889. All 
on board well. On the Toyage from 
Singapore to Marseilles. 3 September 
1889." 

The writer or writers were evidently 
patriotic Germans, from the use of the 
anniversary of Sedan as a date. They 
have, however, rendered a greater serv- 
ice to science than to national feeling, as 
the point in the South Atlantic where 
they threw the bottle was not far west- 
ward from the Island of Ascension. 
This shows that the ocean current which 
bore it along over well nigh 4,000 miles 
in five months, and laid it gently with 
its message on our eastern coast, must 
have traveled at tho same rate (nearly 
thirty miles a day) as tho equatorial cur- 
rent flowing above tho West Indies from 
the Gulf of Mexico eastward to the At- 
lantic. Tho direction of the current from 
the South Atlantic which carried the 
bottle hero was, therefore, northwest- 
erly. — Port-of-Spain Gazette. 



Captured a 'Gator. 

An alligator, said by experts to be 73 
years old, is on exhibition at Thunder- 
bolt, and enlists universal interest on ac- 
count of the prominence of its captors, 
who went duck hunting, and came very 
near being carried off by tho venerable 
saurian last Thursday. 

The alligator was captured near "Alli- 
gator pond," near "Warsaw, under tho fol- 
lowing circumstances: Dr. J. Eddy, of 
Fall River, Mass. ; Frank Eddy, of Boston, 
and Usher Parsons, of New York, were 
duck limiting, and one of tho party shot 
a duck and was approaching the dead 
fowl, when the alligator suddenly crawled 
out and disputed the right of possession. 
Dr. Eddy, after a hasty glanco at the 
huge fellow, concluded the alligator, by 
the right of eminent domain, ought to 
have tho duck, and, it is said, began to 
increase tho distance between himself 
and the wicked looking saurian. 

The Bostonian and young Parsons at 
first thought were of tho same opinion, 
and for awhile it looked as if tho alliga- 
tor would have it all his own way, but 
before it reached tho water with the 
duck courage returned to the party, and 
one of them put a rifle ball in the sau- 
rian's mouth, which stunned it, and be- 
fore it recovered consciousness it was 
made a helpless prisoner, taken on board 
the yacht and brought in triumph to 
Thunderbolt, where it appears to be none 
the worse for tho shot, except that it is 
in captivity. Tho trio of sportsmen are 
very proud of their morning's hunt, and 
on their return north will take their 
prize with them. — Savannah News. 

To What ISuw Uses. 

There has arrived from Alexandria at 
Liverpool, by the steamer Pharos, a con- 
signment of nearly twenty tons of cats, 
numbering some 180,000, taken out of aa 
ancient subterranean cats' cemetery, dis- 
covered about 100 miles from Cairo by 
an Egyptian fellah. He accidentally fell 
into the cemetery, and found it complete- 
ly filled with cats, every one of which 
had been separately embalmed and dress- 
ed in cloth after the manner cf Egyptian 
mummies, and all laid out in rows. 
Specimens of these have been taken by 
Mr. Moore, curator of the Liverpool mu- 
seum, where they can be seen. In ancient 
times tho Egyptian cat was buried with 
all honors, but those consigned to Messrs. 
Levington & Co., of Liverpool, after be- 
ing purchased in Egypt at $18.60 per ton, 
will be used in this country for fertilizing 
purposes. — Exchange. 



I'tizzleri by Imitation Gold. 
A well known scientific gentleman has 
been experimenting on a metal resem- 
bling gold for nearly a year, and has 
now got it down almost to perfection. 
He stumbled on it at first accidentally 
while analyzing some metals, and when 
he realized what bo had found he went 
to work and soon produced a metal 
which puzzles the best of jewelers, is ae 
heavy as gold and to all appearances is 
the precious metal itself. When the 
gold test is applied to it the acid boils up 
a little, but gives no other evidence that 
the metal is other than gold, und when 
wiped oil no mark or spot is left, as is 
the caso when the test is applied to brass. 
It can bo manufactured at a compara- 
tively small cost. — London Court Jour- 
nal. 

A Centennial Wliitor. 

According to Mr. Horaco Johnson, a 
Connecticut weather observer, who has 
compiled a meteorological record run- 
ning far back into tho last century, this 
is a sort of centennial winter. IIo says: 

"I have thu record of storms and tho 
weather for one hundred years past. 
January was much liko tho January of 
1790. During tho month of February, 
1790, thero were snowfalls which amount- 
ed to about twenty inches and tho 
weather was cold — very severe. In Jan- 
uary, 1790, thero wero only threo days 
that could be termed cold, winter days. 
— Boston Transcript. 

Corn lieef Hash in London. 

At a lunch given recently at the Cen- 
tury club by Mr. J. R. Osgood, the piece 
de resistance was corn beef hash; you 
can depend upon it that tho succulent 
dish was devoured with exceeding gusto. 
Mr. Osgood has the finest chambers in 
London and ho is a capital entertainer. — 
Eugene Field's London Letter. 

Railroad extensions will require a mill- 
ion tons of rails during 1890, leading 
Pittsburg manufacturers assert. Wo 
shall have busy times and good times, be- 
cause that means the expenditure of 
nearly $100,000,000, of which 70 to 80 per 
cent, will be for labor.— Pittsburg Letter.

Terrible Scenes at the Burning of 
Tomsk, fcho Capital oi West- 
ern Siberia. 



The Garrison Refuses' to Aid the 
People— Extreme Cold Follows 
the Disaster. 



St Petersburg, May 17. — Horrible 
scenes are reported as having occurred 
during the burning of Tomsk, the capital 
of Western Siberia. The place whs 
visited simultaneously by a conflagration 
and a cyclone, the result of the combine 1 
disasters being the destruction of three- 
quarters of the buildings, which were of 
wood, and the loss of hundreds of lives. 

The cathedral ia in ashen. The walls 
of the edilice, in falling, crushed an ad- 
jacent hospital, burying the inmates, who 
wore subsequently roasted alive. The 
garrison brutally refused to render the 
least assistance in saving lives and pro- 
perty, on the plea that they had enough 
to do to protect the barracks and other 
government buildings. They also added 
that they had no time to assist worthless 
exiles. 

In strong contrast to this action of the 
troops was that of the worthy Bishop and 
his assistant priests, marching through 
the burning city at the head of a proces- 
sion, with banners and other sacred em- 
blems. He stopped at frequent intervals 
to give absolution to the dying and to 
bless the dead. And never was consola- 
tion carried by these sacred rites more 
greatly needed than by the panic-stricken 
mob of sufferers who huddled together in 
the streets, and firmly believing that the 
end of the world had come, abandoned 
themselves to stolid despair. 

Much of the suffering, however, might 
have been averted had there been the 
slightest attempt at organized relief. As 
if tire and water were not capable of in- 
flicting misery enough on the unfortun- 
ate outcasts, the storm was followed by a 
sudden fall in the tempera' ure, and soon 
the devastated city was buried beneath a 
mantle of snow that added stinging cold 
to the sufferings of thousands of shelter- 
less men, women and children. The de- 
stroyed town had a population of about 
25,000 people. k 

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

Leather is, it is announced, everywhere 
advancing, and it is believed the increase 
will be permanent. Hides and pelts, too, 
are stronger, foreign goods being scarce. 

Wool has been only moderately active, 
and brings from lOto 12. ! ,c. The outlook in 
the United States is reported as far from 
promising, there having been a large 
stock of heavy woollens, held over from 
Inst season. 

Tho boats not having been ablo to go 
out, on account of the stormy weather, 
there is a great scarcity of lish, in conse- 
quence of which, prices of all descriptions 
have advanced. Salmon cannot be had 
less than 121 cents per pound, which is 
also the ruling price for halibut. Cod has 
advanced to 10 cents, and oolachans are 
entirely out of the market. 

Hardware supplies for the canneries 
have boon going forward this spring in 
considerab'c quantity, although the indi- 
cations are that tho amount of lish to bo 
handled this year will bo materially di- 
minished. Business generally is (fully 
equal to that of last year. The importa- 
tions of metal and hardware keep fully 
up to, if, indeed, they are not in excess 
of those of last year. The English steel 
rail market, according to recent advices, 
continues steady and unchanged. 

Tho following are among the Latest 
stock quotations in Loudon as reported 
by mail : British Columbia sixes, 1865, 
107@100, do., 1877, 120@125; do., four 
and a half's, 1887, 114@116. Dominion 
Government issues are without alteration, 
but Manitoba 5 per cent, bonds were 
firmer; Bank of British Columbia, 38©39; 
Bank of British North America, 75i(s 
7&i; Bank of Montreal, 452@454; Hud- 
son's Bay, l'.).(<"20; New Vancouver Coal 
Mining and Land J@f; British Columbia 
Canning, 1 3-16@l 5-16; Canadian Paci- 
fic, 83J. 

Locally, money is in fair demand, at 
7('!l0, but bankers are ra'her particular 
as to the character of tho security, and in 
consequence all the demands are not 
acceded to. In a recent trade circular, 
Messrs. Henry Clews it Co., of New 
York, say that prices of securities gener- 
ally are likely to advance; but, before 
the top is reached, there is likely to be .a 
continued series of ups and downs, in the 
course of which there may be tho greatest J 
profits realized. 

Ever since the opening of the season, 
there has been an improved demand for 
dry goods, both at wholesale ami retail. 
In Victoria, particularly, the stores have 
experienced the improvement, and their 
sorting up orders are large and frequent, 
which is ii very good sign of the prevail- 
ing prosperity that is not confined to any 
particular walk of life. In the country 
tho storekeepers are also kept well em- 
ployed, and it is reported that the wav 
in which they pay up is notab- 
ly good. At wholesale, cotton and 
Woollen staples are unchanged, the 
former being very Strong and the latter 
rather weak. In hosiery and small wares, 
tiiere is also considerable doing. 

For meats of all kinds there has been 
a largely increased demand, partially 
owing uo thu opening of the seas in of 
travel, it. is sometimes hard for the 
butchers to provide for the current wants, 
and, during the holidays, a g eat amount 
of extra killing hud to be done. Thu 
project to establish two great a ockyard 
enterprises in orabout San Franc soo ap- 
pears to be assuming definite shape. The 
Armour Company has, it is said, pur- 
chased 2,000 acres of laud for abbat oirs, 
cold-storage warehouses and packing and 
canning works, and has .also purchased a 
largo tract of land on thu coast branch of 
the Southern Pacific railway. Hundreds 
of houses for the workmen to bo employ- 
ed at the yards will bu built, and about 
81,000,000 in cash will bo expended 
during tho next six months in the erec- 
tion of tho buildings. 

. The grocery trade has thus far been 
very satisfactory, both as to tho quanti- 



fies purchased, and the better quality of 
the articles demanded. Teas and coffees 
experience tho ordinary consumptive in- 
quiry, and sugar is firm and wanted at 
previous prices. Canned goods are not 
speciidly needed, some of the fresh fruits 
being already on tho market. Fresh 
cherries are down to $1.25 per box. Or- 
anges are worth $5(t' $5.25, and apricots 
aro expected almost immediately. Pota- 
toes and onions have dropped to .'5c. per 
pound at wholesale. Hungarian tlour is 
a triilo higher. In San Francisco, sum- 
mer fruits are in active demand, trade 
being marked with a very grout amount of 
briskness. Green peas and asparagus 
were tinner and higher. The first ship- 
ment of Los Angeles tomatoes brought 
40c. per pound. The first ligs of tho 
season had come to hand at last advices. 
Butter and cheese were dull and weak, 
tho supplies being in excess of the re- 
quirement. It is announced that thu 
condition of tho New York and European 
coffee markets has had a most depressing 
effect. Indeed, quantities have boon ac- 
tually forced on the market, and confi- 
dence in the prospect appears to have 
been destroyed for the present.

If Mr. D. Oppenheimer, the mayor of 
Vancouver, will pardon the opinion, his 
facts produced in support of a scheme of 
reciprocity between Canada ami Australasia, 
prove nothing ! That is at least as far as 
can be judged from the preces of his com- 
munication, which under the direction of 
the Council the secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce prepared f r the press. \Ve arc 
as ardently iu favor of Imperial federation 
when it can be done with salety as any one 
on this side of the globe, and would gladly 
welcome reciprocity with Canada if it were 
possible. But ,it is not — at present; and 
certainly Mr. Oppenheimer a facts (?) 
will not assist to bring it about. They 
appear to us to partake very much of that 
style adopted by certain members of the 
legal fraternity, who having "no case, abuse 
the other side." The first fact of the worthy 
mayor of Vancouver does not call for much 
comment. Naturally Australians are glad 
that their country produces wool to the 
value of £21,000,000, but being a protected i 
community are equally pleased that San 
Francisco, which, we presume, is typical for ! 
the State of California, is also such a I 
flourishing producer that she only needed to 
import $7, (Jul worth. Fact I (Ii) is rather 
mixed up. Accepting the figures in they j 
stand California on balance appears to ^x•nll i 
to Australasia goods to the value of $665,000 
more than she imports from it. That 
British Columbia would ship as much to those I 
colonies proves nothing. VVo are more con- 
cerned in knowing whether she would im- 
port more from us. In fact ! (b) however, 
t he mimus against San Francisco, Califor- 
nia, or the United .States — is it one, two or 
all of them ? — peeps out. We challenge 
the statement that Australia coal is itn- 
p irted simply as ballast, or to load Sprec- 
kel's .steamers. Poor Clous, he lias much to 
answer for, but it is really cruel to hit him 
sideways in this fashion. As a matter of 
fact the export of Newcastle coal is a real 
big business with the Western States of tho 
Union, and what i.s more, it brings a lot of 
tonnage and gives us cheaper inward 
freights than otherwise would be possible. 
Mr. Mayor Oppenheimer must give us 
more food for reflection than such spiteful 
nonsense. Fact ! (c) As hides form a large 
import of California, but are chiefly destined 
for New England, the traffic ought to go 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway. Per- 
haps it should, but what concern is it of 
Australasia how her exports of hides reach 
destination, so that she is paid for them, or, 
for that matter, what does it concern 
shippers here who buys them '.' Will llritish 
Columbia or Canada be a larger buyer than 
California or San Francisco? As we are not 
in a position to export sugar in any quantity, 
and cannot grow it as cheaply as the Poly- 
nesian Islands or the West Indies, and as 
much the same may bo said of our chance of 
tin export trade iu oranges! we fail to see 
how fact (d) that " not one pound of sugar 
does she import, nor one orange, though iu 
spite of her Chinese antipathies she re- 
quired nearly §40,000 worth of them," in- 
terests Australia. Mr. Oppenhoimer is 
anxious to do his town and his country 
good, hut like Mr. Hennilcer Heaton or the 
Jubilee Plunger, ho should get somebody to 
work up his statistics and facts for htm — a 
few amateur statisticians could be spared 
from this country. It seems to us a pity 
that so much prominence should have been 
given to these inconclusive figures of the 
Mayor of Vancouver, end we trust that 
much better reasons for reciprocity will be 
advanced by the Canadian commissioner, or 
otherwise trade alliance with that Domin- 
ion is likely to remain as it is -in the air.

New York, May 27. — If indications are 
counted for anything baseball, as a profes- 
sion, has gone to join the roller skate craze. 
For some time past the old craze has been 
slowly slipping into innocuous desuetude, 
but this evening's carefully obtaine 1 figures 
would apparently leave little doubt that the 
great fad of fads in America is now a thing 
of the past. People have become aware 
that baseball has become purely a money- 
making scheme. That arrangements be- 
tween the clubs arc made is unmistakable, 
and the fight over the division of the spoils 
has convinced everybody. Even the most 
possionated devotees of the game have at 
length become disgusted. Further evidence 
seems unnecessary than the all but appal- 
ling statistics, making plain the fact 
that attendance at the games has 
dwindled to literally a " bakers dozen" 
as compared with the old time crowd 
of a few years ago. These few years them- 
selves tell the story and seemingly sound 
the death knell of baseball as a profession. 
They record as clearly as so many words 
could tell it, that franchises and properties 
which two years ago were worth millions 
are to-day comparatively worthless, with 
the backers of clubs paying the salaries and 
board bills of their hired men out of their 
bank account.
